READER, 

He true intent of this Catechiſm is to inſtru men in 
the duties and principles of Chriſtianity 5 it contains no 
jejune notions, to ſcare perſons of whatſoever perſwaſion fron 
reading it 3, it being only a brief Compendium of thoſe Duties 
which are ſcattered in the Scriptures, Iconfeſrit was chief= 
ly intended for the benefit of the younger ſort, that they might 
be early acquainted with their duty from the Scriptures, 
which are able to make them wiſe unto Salvation : but 

I am hopeful it ſhall alſo prove of general uſe. 
T am uot ignorant how it is now become afaſhion to alledg 
Scripture authority for the defence of every opinion, be it ne- 
ver ſo monſtrous. But this cheat being ſo eaſily diſcovered, 
I am perſuaded men will not rejef the plain Doctrines of Scri- 
pture. T have not made uſe of controverted Texts. neither have 
I impoſed my own comment upon any mans belief. Intoe Firſt 
Part I have very briefly laid down only thoſe Principles that 
are nndoubtable amongſt the beſt Reformed part of Chriſten- 
dom, and which very fairly conſiſt with the pradtice of virtue 
and morality. In the Second Part I have laid down theſe 
Duties, which every mans underſtanding will tell him are 
wunqueſtionable 5, they being indeed the plain duties of marali- 
ty of which may ſay, as it is, Luke 10. 28. This do, 
and thou ſhalt live. As for thoſe private devoiions 21 the 
cloſe, I have laid them down in Scripture expreſſions, becauſe 
the ſtile of the Holy Ghoſt is undoubtedly the fitteſt for ſpiri- 
tal ſervices, ſo that T may ſay of it, as David of Goliali's 
Sword, there is none like it. | 
I ſhall conclude with my advice to Parents and Childrzx. 
Parents, ſurely it is your duty to provide for the Educatio': 
of your children, Under the old diſpenſation, Parents were 
commanded tO teach their children diligently the Statutes ' 
A3 and 
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and Commandments of God : And this is expreſſed in | 


the New Teſtament, by bringing them up in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord. It was the advice and 


counſel of the wiſe man, Prov. 22.6, Train up achild in. 
the way he ſhould go; and when he is old he will. 


not depart from it. Tf Parents neglect to inſtruc their 
children in the ways of God, children will, without 
difficulty, trata up themſelves in the practice of vice and im- 
morality. And it is certain, accordingly as they are at 
firſt ſeaſoned, they will retain that ſavour. O the heinous 
guilt that 'many Parents bring upon themſelves by this neg- 
ie; and the lamentable miſery they bring upon their Chil- 
dren! T wiſh I could ſay that this hath not been the great 
cauſe of thoſe monſirous impieties that ſs much abound amongſt 
#5. As for Children, it is undoubtedly their duty to heark- 
en to the inſtruction of their Parents, except it be ſuch as 
cauſs to err. Tf indeed Parents ſhall be ſo cruel to their 
Children, ' as to miſlead them, and only teach them their 
own ſelf-choſen opinions, and not the ſtatutes and command- 
ments of Cod ; I muſt pity the caſe of thoſe Children, and 
defire them to hearkgn to the Pſalmiſt”s advice, Plal. 34. 11. 
Come ye children, hearken unto me 3 I will teach you 
the fear of the Loxd. What man is he that defireth life, 
and loveth many days, that he may ſee good ? keep 
thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from ſpeaking guile. 
Depart from evi], and do good, feek peace, and purſue

Q. 1s not the Holy Ghoſt aiſo God ?

Q, Are not the Books of the Pſalms, of the Propnets, and theſe 
of Moſes, mentioned in the New Teſtament, as being jrom Goa? 

A. Tes; And Chriſt faith unto his Diſciples, theſe are the 
words which I ſpake unto you while I was yet with you, that 
all things mighr be fulfilled which were wricten 1n the Law of 
Moſes,and in the Prophets, and in the Plalms,concerning me,— 
and he expounded to them 1n || all the Scriptures ] the things 
concerning himſelf, Like 24.

Q. Have we not as great certainty as can be, trat all that the 
Evangeliſis and Apafiles wrote concerning Chriſt, are moſt true?
